MARCH CUTS 
SHORTAGE OF 
RAINFALL HERE 


The month of March received 
more rainfall than January and 
February combined and was the 
first month with a surplus of rain 
here since last November, Get 
tysburg Times weather records 
showed. 
The month was wetter and a 
little warmer than normal. It re­ 
ceived almost an inch more rain 
than normal and was the wettest 
March in Gettysburg since 1955. 
Measureable amounts of rain or 
snow fell on only eight days last 
month but the precipitation to­ 
taled 4 9 inches. Normal for the 
month is 3.96 inches. 


R ED U C ES SHORTAGE 
Rain for the first quarter of this 
year totals 9.05 inchdes which is 
only 0.37 inches short of normal 
thanks to last month’s surplus 
Both January and February were 
short on rain and 1962’s total was 
about five inches short of normal 
Snowfall last month amounted 
to only 3.5 inches and brought 
the winter’s total to 38.5 inches 
December with 14.5 inches was 
the snowiest month. 
March temperatures averaged 
about three-fourths of a degree 
above normal daily and it was 
the “warmest March here since 
1955. March temperatures were 
nearer normal than any other 
month so far this year. Febru­ 
ary was the coldest in 58 years 
and this year saw the chilliest 
January in 28 years.

Temperatures last month aver­ 
aged 42.61 degrees.

“What is going on in Guatemala 
is for her own good and for the 
good of the rest of Central Amer­ 
ica.” said the 67-year-old deposed 
leader, a prime figure in the

American 
anti-Castro 
movement. 
Peralta said he did not know 
the whereabouts of leftist former

Jose 
Arevalo, 
whose secret return from exile in 
Mexico apparently touched off the 
coup. Arevalo had planned to run 
for the presidency and stood a 
good chance of being elected. 
The new chief of state told a new 
conference that there was little re 
sistance from Ydigoras.

Peralta suspended the constitu­ 
tion, dissolved Congress, ordered 
all political parties disbanded and 
cancele the November presiden­ 
tial election.

LAUNDRIES FOR 
DUCKS SET UP 


ST. PAUL, 
Minn. 
(AP)—Resi­ 
dents along the Minnesota and 
Mississippi rivers are operating 
duck laundries these days in an 
effort to rescue thousands of birds 
dying of oil pollution. 
The rivers are coated with fuel 
oil from a pipeline that burst at 
Savage. Minn., and a soybean oil 
tank that cracked last winter at 
Mankato, Minn. 
The oil coats the birds’ feathers 
and fills their nostrils. Beaver and 
muskrats also have succumbed. 
State and federal officials have 
demanded action by both firms to 
choke off the oil which ran into 
the rivers when the ice melted 
last week. 
Several families have picked up 
dozens of ducks and washed them 
in detergent in their own bath­ 
tubs.
